'The report was 
issued iu a result of UK. Tillmoi.-GillfS- 
pie resolution of March 7, 1000, provid- 
ing for sin inquiry into the relations of 
the Standard Oil company and the rail- 
roads.

the railways arc blamed severely, for giv- 
ing secret advantages to the oil com- 
bine, largely aiding ifin-innintiiiiiing the 
allejjed ''distinct policy ot lieartlcss ruin 
of competition."'

It can raise the price in one 
locality *ai:d obtain its own oil from an- 
other <i ml reverse the. process when .it dc' 
sires to do so. Whoever c.onli'ols the 
avenues oi transportation of. the raw 
matei-itii or of the-refined product can 
speedily drive his competitors, out of ex 
istence, and the production and distribu- 
tion of petroleum i* no exception to the 
rule. 


ABETTED BY /THE RAILROADS. 
Thc'pipe line system of the Sfanaard, 


the report contends,-is not a natural, but 
rather an artificial advantage. It is ar- 
gued that the reason why lonjrpipe lines 
competing with those of the Standard 
have not been provided is found in ob- 
stacles iu the -,vay of Such undertakings, 
having been opposed by the railroads, 
whose right Of wny has generally stood 
;is a Chinese-wall ngainst all attempts to 
extend pipe lines. Ordinarily, it is said, 
the Standard has not received rebates in 
recent years, so far as has been discov- 
ered, but it has nevertheless enjoyed se- 
cret rates possessing all of the elements 
of illegal rates, and the advantages so 
obtained over independent shippers have 
been of very great value to tliat' com- 
pany. Numerous insdrnce.s of discrimina- 
tion in favor of the Standard resulting 
from the published railway rates were 
found, says the report. 


PEUFKCT- ESriOXAGK SYSTEM. 
In discussing the assertion contained 


in the report that "the ruin of its-com- 
petitors 1ms been a, distinct part of the 
policy of the Standard Oil Co.", the com- 
mission soys, that one method has been 
the organisation, of a perfect system of 


• espionage, over the shipments of its com1 


petitors, resulting in knowledge as to 
the destination or overy cor of oil leav- 
inir the refinery of an independent. The 
Standard agent at the destination says 
the report, is held responsible if the in- 
dependent oil is sold. 


The report continues: 


IXFORMATION FROM EMPLOYES. 
It does not appear that the railroad 


companies have directed the furnishing 
| of this information, or that the practice 


has been sanctioned by .superior officials 
of the roads, but it does appear that 
such information is systematically ob- 
tained from railroad employes. The tes- 
timony shows'-that'the Standard at one 
time, if it does not now..devoted-.a J.und 
to the purpose '-of' obtaining this'infor- 
mation. It has 
frequently 
happened, 


-when iho supply of independent oil in a. 
p-irtinnlnr territory was low and a ship- 
ment was peculiarly necessary, that the 
shipment has unaccountably gone astray. 


USED FAKE COMPANIES. 


The report severely arraigns the Stan- 


'lanl's methods of competition. ' On this 
;»iiit it says in part: 


Tlic Standard hns repeatedly, after be- 


••••niing the owner .of a competing coin- 
i my. continued to operate it under the 
•VI name, c.irrying the idea, to the public 
•'iat the company was still independent 
•ltd competing with ' the Standard.

•as used-snt-h purchased Or independent- 
i- oi-f.',inized companies to kill off compe- 
titors by such companies reducing prices. 
Tiie. operation-of such fake independent 
ponee.rns has. been one of its most ef- 
•'cclivc means of destroying competition. 
The Standard has 
habitually reduced, 


the price against its competitor in a par- 
ticular locality, while maintaining its 
prices at other places. When competi- 
tion was destroyed it advanced or re- 
stored former prices. • 


HAD NO FIXED PRICE. 


The Standard has sold different grades 


of oil at different prices from -the same 
barrel. 
It has paid employes of inde- 


pendent oil companies for information as 
to the business of those, competitors and 
has paid employes of industrial com- 
panies to secure the adoption of its oil 
in preference to that of its competitors. 
It has followed overy barrel of independ- 
ent oil to destination. Its agents are in- 
structed to secure customers at any sac- 
rifice. It has tampered with the'oil in- 
spectors in different states. The laws of 
several states concerning the inspection 
of oil ar esingularly defective, and this 
has been turned to profit by the Stand- 
ard. 


The commission's only knowledge '.of 


! the competitive methods of the Standard 
| Oil company is obtained from evidence 


taken under oath in this investigation. 


"NO DECENCY OR CONSCIENCE. 
The Standard was given permission to 


explain or rebut the facts. 
This evi- 


dence, if true, demonstrates' that the 
competitive methods of the company in 
the past have been unfuir and even dih- 
rcputablc. 


Its motto- has been the destruction of 


competition at any cost, and this policy 
hns been pursued without much rcferc- 


-nee. to decency or conscience., and it is 


yiL'nificnnt that the larger independent 
refiners sell the greater part of their 
pi-ouut in foreign ountries. One indepen- 
dent testiliorl that 75 per cent of 
his 


product .woi.t abroad and said that he 
enuld compete with the Standard ill Ger- 
miny. wlicrc n* methods as followed in 
this country, wuuld not be tolerated, but 
that he could not compete with it here. 


On the. question of remedies the report 


makes these observations: 
' 


More than anything eJse the pipe line 


has contributed to the.Standard-Oil mo-, 
uopoly, and its supremacy must he con- 
tinued until its rivals enjoy the samp 
transportation facilities. 


As to no otlier important 
traffic 
is, 


there an approach to th«-monopoly of 
the Standard Oil'in that of oil. Under 
the-te conditions" it may become neeps- 
'sary to the 
uprooting uf 
established 


wrongs and the prevention of .others that 
the government shall fix in the firat in- 


stance the rates and regulations for -the 
transportation- of- this traffic. 
This 


method has been adopted by the legisla- 
ture of . one state.' It probably, will be 
found necessary to disassociate1 in the 
case of oil, as. 'in that- of other commo-, 
dities, the function 
of transportation 


from that of production and distribution. 
What other remedies in addition to those 
already provided it may be necessary .to 
prescribe can- bo better determined 'in 
the near future by the results of. ex- 
perience in administering the present 
law. .

Schroeder, named a-t tire first as- 
sembly, sent nj*ices or 1 otters to all 
ministers of the city, in which St. waa 
stated that a house to house visitation 
was proposed with a view o£ extending, 
ia -the spirit of Christ, a cordial invita- 
tion of nonchurchgoers, and aseeitain- 
ing their church preference, end tlus ef- 
ficiently help all of thc pastors in the 
vital part cf their work. 


ONLY ELEVEN PRESENT. 


In response to this )ett«r only eleven' 


pastors were in attendance aith* mast- 
ing today. They embraced K«vs. Davies, 
Grier, Evans, Gapwcll, Ro!Jins,.McEjUop, 
Erffmeyer, Chynoweth, Ef/nT/ingson. The 
Rev| McKillop was acleeted a* ciairman 
of the meeting and A. H. Cross, a gen- 
tjeicnn who travels through tho country 
making ttie canvass, explained his wort

cities, with great success, and tomorrow 
will canvass Kraofftm.

Kitchen Suggestions.—Here »re some 


good suggestions!or your kitchen: Have 
your shades and sash curtains of white 
muslin that can be 
laundered. When 


using your gaa stove in the summer, cov- 
er the top of your coal stove with news- 
paper*, which'will make a handy table. 
Have your ruck near the range, so that 
your towels will get well dried after 
each dishwashing, A small shelf should 
bo put up near the stove to hold your 
salt and pepper, box. The icebox should 
ho removed from the stove as far as pos 
tible, if you mufit have it ill the kite' 
MI. 
Cover the.wall back of your sink 


with oilcloth, perfectly white, and here 
may ,be hung your sink broom, shovel, 
rlish mop and »oap shaker. Tho ironing 
tables '.hat now come may bo converted 
into a sottee when not in use. In the 
box or drawer mtiy be kept the necessary 
articles for ironing. The top ;iwy 
be 


covered with oilcloth, and will give an 
extra table. A chest of drawers under 
the closets is neoesaary for keeping the 
kitchen towels nnd aprons, besides many 
other useful articles. It is well to kcc 
in the kitchen a'bottle of linseed oil nnd 
lime water, together with a roll of old 
linen pieces for bandages, for use in 
cases of burns.

paper, who walked from home to Madi- 
son in. order to demonstrate his inde- 
pendence of the railroads in these anti- 
pass times, offered a resolution declar- 
ing in. effect that dinners, drives, boat 
excursions and other favors offered to 
legislators by university authorities were 
in the nature of Bribes and undue influ- 
ence,'1 and contrary to the wish of the 
legislature. This laid over for a clay and 
•was' allowed to die; the, author saying 
that he meant no more than to give a 
pertinent suggestion to the powers not 
to go to far in their campaign for lav- 
ish appropriations. Judge Bancroft of 
Eicliiand Center offered a resolution call- 
ing upon university and other officials to 
have their reports ready for the legis- 
lature. This resolution was adopted. It 
is said Mat the regents ure holding back 
the university report because it contaius 
things to bo adversely criticised. 


STATE HA$N"T 1IUCH M035EY. 
Secretaiy of Stnte Frear surprised the 


members of the legislature by giving out 
an estimate tending to show tlia-k the 
state treasury will be bankrupt by Jan- 
uary 1 next. 


He estimates tout after ir.aking allow- 


anco for the customary appropriations 
for the maintenance of the administra- 
tion, educational, judiciary and other de- 
partments 'of state government, 
there 


will bo a balance of only $119,000 in tlip 
treasury ai the end of the present year 
and that this will be more than swal- 
lowed up by a. deficit of $200,000 in the 
state university fund. 


It bas been generally believed that 


there was so much money in the state 
treasury that the present 
legislature 


would have difficulty in finding ways to 
put it into circulation again. 
The big 


balance, however, has been eaten up by 
large Temi*Bion3 of taxes and unexpect- 
edly large expenses hi the administration 
of state affair*. 


Assemblyman Joseph 
Domocho\vski 


of MihvRukee, the only Democratic rep- 
resentative from Milwaukee county in 
the legislature, 1ms drafted a bill which 
he will introduce within a, few days pro- 
hibiting I!)'! use of cigarettes, cigars nr 
foba'sco ' by persons under IS years of 
age, and making' any person who allows 
a person under that ngn to smoke in 
his pluce punishable by fine. 


In the n«»r future ft senator from a

One -mil establish 
a $«00 license in towns of 5000 people or 
under, nnd' $1000 in' places of SOOO or 
over. The other bill will prohibit saloons 
within a half mile-nf tlie state .univer- 
sity.; THe bills are inspired by the Wis- 
consin Anti-saloon 'league.

' WATER WAY BILL THIS WEEK. 


Scna.tov Owen will next week intro- 


duce his bill to create a commission of 
waterways for Wisconsin, who is given 
the same powers over the inland -water* 
of the stnte as are now exercised, by the 
railway rate' commissioners, in all scat- 
ters relating, to the common carriers. 
Under the provisions of the bill the com- 
missioner is to receive $5,000 per annum 
and expenses »nd to hire a, clerk .at a 
siilary of $1,500 per year. The measure 
further provides for an. investigation of 
the iuland waters of the state with a 
view to their navigability, and confers 
wide powers as to the investigatory du- 
ties of the commissioner, as well as to 
the publication of bulletins and informa- 
tion of service in the 'establishrrfent of 
water' routes. 
The bill is in -further- 


ance of. .the plan originating at La CrOsse 
nnd upper Mississippi river points for 
the improvement of the river. This is 
not (lone ,to 'the exclusion of other wa- 
ters of 'the state, for the' commissioner 
is to investigate all matters •. of i water 
transportation of advantage to tlie peo- 
ple of Wisconsin. 


POLITICS FIGURED. 


It now appears that 'politics played- 


some little part in the action of the 
assembly in refusing to concur in the 
senate amendments to 
tlie rules. The 


suspicion was aroused that the demo- 
crats had a plan to consume time on 
Tuesday and Wednesday, in haggling ov- 
i>r the rules, and thus place the blame 
for further delay upou the republican 
majority. 
Some one talked too much 


and as a result a number of the repub- 
lican leaders made up their 
mind 
to 


block the- game if there was one by 
securing control of the resolution relat- 
ing to the rulec. and calling for immedi- 
ate action Wednesday afternoon.

As announced in las); evening's paper 


the case of the' state against Edward

REASON OF'DISMISSAL1. 


The exact reason of the. dismissal of 


the case was not understood by many 
of'the spectators. It was thought .-that 
the case had been proven by the state 
and that there would .be a decision on 
th.c -merits of the case, and not on lUe 
question of the variance of the testi- 
mony with the complaint. 
The state 


submitted testimony to prove tn"at:Mr. 
Schowaltcr received through Mr. Knilans 
from Gladys Anderson and Lizzie Smith 
the sum of $250 ns a rental for his build- 
ing for which he should withdraw the 
warrants sworn out against them. Dur- 
ing the presentation of the' state's side 
of the case it developed' that one half of 
that amount WHS paid Mr. Kniluas by 
May Bell and not Gladys Anderson. At 
time time no move was made on the 
purt of'the state to have the complaint 
amended. 


VARIANCE WAS FATAL. 


After the. presentation of the testi- 


mony for .the defendant nnd just pre- 
vious to the making o'f the arguments 
Attorney Fulton Thompson moved that 
the complaint be amended so as to rend 
May Bell instead of Gladys Anderson. 
To this there was a strenuous objection 
on the part of the attorney^ f or the de- 
fense, 51n Ingallii. He was sustained by 
Juclgu Siuieding nnd the 
privilege of 


amending the complaint in that manner 
wns denied. There followed tho argu- 
ments of the attorneys after which the 
district attorney read the report of tt 
case in the supreme court but which did 
not alter the opinion of the court..
